Washington, January 15.—(Special.)—The 
commissary general of the army will be 
placed under arrest by the order of the 
president tomorrow, or not later than Tues- 
day and courtmartial proceedings against 
him will be ordered. 

It comes from the highest source that this 
course has been determined upon. Whether 
General Eagan changes his testimony’ be- 
fore the war investigation commissioner or 
not, will make no difference with this court- 
martial proceedings, as the will be tried for 
utterances which he has undoubtedly made 
and no change will affect them. That he 
will be found guilty of conduct unbecoming 
a soldier and a gentleman, or for conduct 
prejudicial to good order and discipline, 
cannot be questioned. There can be no real 
defense to these charges, for no matter how 
great the provocation his guilt is unques- 
tiored. 

The extent of the punishment is really 
the only thing to be determined by the 
courtmartial. The extreme penalty is dis- 
missa] from the army, and officers of the 
army believe the verdict of the courtmartial 
can be nothing short of that. There are 
many people,. howeyer, who belteve the 
chances are that General Eagan will escape 
with lighter punishment. 

All of this will probably precipitate fur- 
ther investigation into the bad beef charges 
brought by General Miles and if he is un- 
able to prove these there is a strong prob- 
ability that he will be proceeded against in 
the same manner. The big beef#concerns 
are clamoring for General Miles’s scalp, 
claiming that he has wilfully struck this 
industry a blow from which it will take it 
years to recover and there are many other 
influences against Miles. 

Perhaps the ultimate result of it all will 
be the cleaning out of all those who have 
contributed to bringing the army into dis- 
repute and if it is the country wilf rejoice. 

To Study the Filipinos. 

The president has determined to send a 
ito the Philipines to study the 
here. The commission is to be 

sent at- once and the president believes it 
will be of great value in aiding the determ!- 
nation of the country’s best policy toward 
the islands. Admiral Dewey and General 
Otis, who are on the ground there, are to 
be members of the commission and the oth- 
er three members will be President Schur- 
man, of Cornell; Colonel] Denby, former 
minister to China, who knows more of the 
eastern question than any other American, 
and Professor Worcester, president of the 
University of Michigan. 


SHAFTER REFUTES REMARES.

Candidates for United States Senator 
Are Keeping Busy at 
“tad Charleston. 


Charleston, W. Va., January 15.—The leg- 
islature has been in session four days the 
past week without doing anything. This 
general deadlock is due to the senatorial 
contest and it will continue all this week. 

The democrats hold their senatorial cau- 
cus on Wednesday night and the repub- 
licans on Thursday night, but the balloting 
in joint session does not begin till next 
week, Monday, January 23d. On the certifi- 
cates of election the republicans have a 
bare majority on joint ballot for senator. 
The senate is republican and the house 
democratic so that in unseating minority 
members in either body both parties have 
opportunities for retaliation and this con- 
dition prevents both bodies from proceeding 
with business. 

While this contest is going on at the 
statehouse the headquarters of the senato- 
rial candidates are crowded day and night 
with the enthusiastic contestants. Ex-Con- 
géressman McGraw is is having things very 
much his own way on the democratic side 
for Senator Faulkner's place. 

On the republican side Revenue Commis- 
sioner N. B. Scott and Governor W. G. 
Atkinson are the leading candidates, with 
Caldwell, Poffenbarger. Floyd, Gaines, 
Hughes and others in the field. The dark 
horse that is regarded as the most formida- 
ble is Judge Nathan Goff, who is not a 
candidate, but whose friends regard him 
as the final solution of the pending compli- 
cations. 

Chairman Ohley, of the democratic com- 
mittee, said tonight that the house of dele- 
gates will vote tomorrow on the question of 
unseating Via, the republican delegate from 
Monroe county, and seating in his place 
Logan, democrat. The democrats have a 
majority, but Saturday an attempt to un- 
Seat Via proved unsuccessful, because two 
democrats voted with the republicans. The 
democratic leaders were.confident tonight 
that these two democratis’ would vote with 
the majority now to unSéat Via and also 
unseat Brohart, the republican member 
from Taylor county. The republican lead- 
ers declare that if Via and Brohart are un- 
seated they will retaliate by unseating dem- 
ocrats in the senate. 


SENATOR QUAY IS. CONFIDENT. 


QUAKER DECLARES HE WILL BE 


RE-ELECTED.

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Opposition Asserts with Equal Posi- 
tiveness That He Will Want 
Twenty-Five Votes. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 15.—This was an 
off day with the legislators, and politicians 
gathered at the state capitol to take part 
in the big contest for United Staets senator. 
The conaaarne and their managers went 
home to ®pend Sunday with their families, 
and will not return until tomorrow. 

Chairman Elkin said tonight he had every 
reason to believe that Senator Quay would 
be re-elected, while Mr. Van Valkenberg, 
of the opposition, said just the reverse. He 
claims not a break has been made in the 
anti-Quay lines, and predicts Mr. Quay 
will fall twenty-five short of a majority itn 
the house on Tuesday. 

Senator Quay’s friends declare he is so 
confident of his re-election that he will start 
next Thursday for a month’s fishing at St. 
Lucie, Fla. Senator Vest, of Missouri, and 
‘Dr: L. Webstér, of Philadelphia, will go 
with him. 


SCOTT WILL HELP HUGHES OUT. 


Ex-State Senator May Win Place in 


West Virginia. 

Huntington, W. Va., January 15.—It is re- 
ported here today that an understanding 
has been reached between Hon. N. B. 
Scott, commissioner of internal revenue, 
and ex-State Senator James Hughes, 
of Cabell county, by which Hughes will 
get Scott’s support for the United States 
senatorship as soon as Scott sees that 
his own election is impossible.

MES. STRAHAN ADMITTED TO 
TOMBS TO SEE. “PET.” 


An Affecting Scene in the Prison—A 
Farewell Visit Paid by Moore 
To His Wife. 


New York, January 15.—(Special.)—A Ht- 
tle woman with gray hair and steel blue 
eyes and with a nervous etep, appeared at 
the prison door of the Tombs and asked 
admittance. She was accompanied by two 
sisters of mercy. The proper forms were 
gone through with; there was a noise of 
opening doors, a conference among prison 
keepers and finally a young girl .. sprang 
from (her cell into the arms of her mother. 
Mrs. Strahan came from Atlanta to see 
her child and secure her release, 

Both uttered a scream of hysterical joy, 
mingled with grief, and kissed each other 
time and time again. When they had 
calmed themselves from the natural excite- 
ment of their first meeting since the daugh- 
ter has been in trouble, each remarked that 
the other had grown thinner and was not 
looking well. It was a long time before the 
sobs and tears had cleared sufficiently for 
conversation. 

“Have you come to get me out of this 
place? Oh, won't you take me home 
again?” and “Pet” Strahan buried herself 
again in the arms of her mother and wept 
bitterly, 

Mrs. Strahan assured her that she had al- 
ready taken steps to get bail; that she was 
willing to pledge all her Atlanta property 
to any one who would be willing to secure 
the $4,000 as bondsmen. 

Colonel James hnd a Mr. Neil came to 
New York with Mrs, Strahan and Colonel 
James, as her attorney, is arranging the 
bond, 

Mrs. Strahan has about $6,000 worth of 
property in Atlanta, and Colonel James 
said he would be able to secure bail with 
this as security. 

While Mrs. Strahan and her daughter 
were together a note from W. A. Moore, 
‘Pet’’ Strahan’s husband, was handed in. 
He informed his wife that the court had 
overruled this plea for a new trial and that 
he would be taken to Sing Sing tomorrow 
to begin serving out his long term of nine- 
teen years for robbing Martin Mahon. He 
asked to see his wife to say goodby to her. 
lie was udmitted and the three conversed 
fcr quite a while. 

“Pet” Strahan's bail will prooably be se- 
cured tomorrow and she will be released. 
No date is yet fixed for her second trial. 


MISS SCHLEY COMMITS SUICIDE.

Louis Schley, peot, lawyer and veteran of 
two wars and second cousin of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley, committed suicide today in 
her home, 717 West Saratoga street. Since 
the death of ther father, to whom she was 
much attached, just a month today, Miss 
Schley had ‘been inconsolable. A week since 
her mental condition became alarming to 
her friends and attendants were almost 
constantly at her bedside. This afternoon, 
her sister, who had been chatting with her, 
went below stairs for a few moments and 
when she returned, found Miss Schley ly- 
ing on her bed with a bullet hole in her left 
breast. She had shot herself through the 
heart with one of her father’s revolvers, 
Two letters, which she had written to 
friends, indicate that she labored under 
the thallucination that she and her family 
were being pursued by some phantom.

Lawrence Jones's Boat Strikes the Gulf 
Carrying a Pleasure Party 


THREE SOCIETY FAVORITES ABOARD 


Government Boats Have Been Sent Out 
To Search for the Missing Craft, 
Which Was the Property of 
a Well-Known South- 
ern Man. 


Louisviile, Ky., January 15.—There seems 
to be every reason to believe that the 
naphtha yacht Paul Jones, which left 
Louisville December 7th with a pleasure 
party of prominent society people, bound 
for Pensacola, Fla., and other ports in 
southern waters, has gOne down in a gale 
in the gulf of Mexico with all on board. 

The party consisted ef Colonel H. C. 
Yocum and daughter, Miss Yocum, and 
G. M. Yocum, all of St. Louis; Miss Flor- 
ence Taggart, daughter of Mayor Taggart, 
of Indianapolis, and Miss Margie Wood- 
land, of Chicago. 

Deck Hand John Berry and Engineer 
Badgley were the only two members of 
the crew of four known in Louisville, 

The last heard from the yacht was when 
it left the Midtith of thé Mississippi river 
on January 3d. It waa the plam of Colonel 
H. <. Yocum, under whose direction the. 
yacht was sailing, to coast along’ the vari- 
ous ports between the Mississippi's mouth 
and Pensacola, Fila., where it was the 
intention of the party to make a consi¢é 
erable stay. According to weather reports 
received at the local bureau, the yasht 
encountered a storm when three days wut. 

The relatives of those on board are in 
a terribly perturbed state of min@g on 
account of lack of information. Thephave 
been telegraphing every port on th gulf 
coast where it is thought the slightest 
chance of information could be odtained. 
No word of the missing craft Wd been 
learned up to a late hour tonigit. Tugs 
have put out from a number of ports in 
search of her:- and some definite informa- 
tion ought to be learned conerning the 
vessei’s fate tomorrow. 

Was Owned by Ex-Athntian. 

The craft was the property of Mr. Law- 
rence Jones, of this city, but formerly a 
resident of Atlanta, Ga. We purchased it 
in. the east, where it had been especially 
constructed for pleasure cruising. It was 
launched here about the middle of the 
summer. 

Mr. Jones offered the use of the craft to 
Colonel Yocum for a winter cruise in south- 
ern waters. The three young ladies of the 
party were schoolmates just having. com- 
pleted school last June. It was for their 
especial entertainment that the party had 
been got up. 

About midnight Mayor Taggart, in re- 
sponse to a querry, wired from Indianapolis 
as follows: 


“Latest I thave is "what Mr. Lawrence 
Jones says, that they left the lighthouse at 
the mouth of the Mississippi river on Jan- 
uary 3d for Pengacola, since which tme 
nothing has been heard. TAGGART.” 


A telegram from Mobile, Ala., late to- 
night said: 


“There are nonew particulars to be ob- 
tained regarding the reported loss of the 
zo me Jones. age nee pees sent out 
of southern ports, and all shippi le 
have been requested to keep a lookout dar 
the missing boat, but no tidings have as 
yet been received. Vessels arriving rport 
that severe gales have been blowing for 
the last few days on the gulf. They say 
the winds have been very strong for sev- 
eral weeks. Every means is being taken 
to find some trace of the yacht.” 


May Have Put in During Gale. 

It is barely possible that the Paul Jones 
put in during the gale at a point along the 
coast w there is no telegraph office, 
hence Ao tidings. 

The 1 Jones was one of the finest 
pleasure. yachts of her size afloat, being 
sixty feet in length, ten feet beam and five 
feet draught. A twenty-horse power gaso- 
line engine in the center of the boat fur- 
nished the power to turn the single screw 
propeller in the rear. Fuel for 1,200 miles 
wag carried. Tihe interior of the four cozy 
cabins was finished in mahogany and plate- 
glass mirrors, and these were changed to 
sleeping rooms, much as @ sleeping car és 
changed from a coach to @ sleeper at night. 

The complete equipment and handsome 
decorations made it a veritable floating 
palace. 

The fine lines of the hull and unusually 
powerful engine and screw madé this yacht 
as speedy and seaworthy as it was possible

LEAGUE OF BIMETALLIC CLURS 
WILL MEET IN LOUISVILLE. 


Bryan, Williams, Towne, Altgeld and 
Jones Will Be Among Those 
Who Speak: 


Louisville, Ky., January 15.—Judge James 
P. Tarvin, of Covington, and president of 
the League of Bimetallic Clubs of the Ohio 
valley, met a local committee of the Young 
Men’s Democratié Club today and made 
arrangements for the convention which the 
league. will hold in Louisville next summer. 

This is the first active step of preparation 
made toward this gathering of the advo- 
cates of the white metal. Judge Tarvin 
stated to the committee that he had cer- 
tainty secured as speakers for the occasion 
William Jennings Bryan, George Fred Wil- 
liams, of Massachusetts, and the Hon. 
Charles A. Towne, of Minnesota; also prob- 
ably ex-Governor Altgeld, of Illinois, and 
Senator J. K. Jones, of Arkansas, chair- 
man of the national democratic committee. 

There will also be a number of prominent 
speakers of the four states to be represented 
—Kentucky, Indiana, I}linots and Ohio. 

The executive committee of the league 
will hold a session in Chicago during the 
next ten days. At that meeting further 
matters pertaining to the Louisville meeting 
will be definitely settled.

MERCIER CALLS DREYFUS A LIAR 


Ex-Minister of War Discusses the 
Much-Talked-Of Case. 

Paris, January 15%—The Soir says that 
Count yon Munster, the German ambassa- 
dor, who left for Berlin suddenly yesterday, 
was summoned to confer with Baron von 
Bulow, German secretary of state for for- 
etgn affairs, concerning the Dreyfus case. 

General Mercier, who was minister for 
war at the time of the conviction of Drey- 
fus, has been interviewed by a representa- 
tive of the Soir to whom he declared that 
in 1894 he knew nothing of Comte Ferdi- 
nand Esterhazy, or of the latter’s relations 
with Colonel Sandherr. 

“Dreyfus,” he said, “lied when he pre- 
tended he knew he had supplied documents 
to a foreign power in order to obtain more 
important documents in return, with a 
view of obtaining some mitigation of his 
sentence. However, IJ caused him to be ask- 
ed the number and value of the documents 
he had so supplied. He refused and his re- 
fusal, therefore, pointed to his guilt.” 


General Mercier asserted to the Soir rep- 
resentative that the Dreyfus dossier con- 
tained documents ‘‘comprising the mutual] 
relations of France, Germany and Italy.”

TWO ELECTRIC CARS COLLIDE. 


One Motorman Is Killei and Two Are 
Seriously Hurt. 

Nashville; Tenn., January 15.—About 8:30 
o’clock this: morning. two cars of the Rapid 
Transit Electric road ran into each other 
heads-on in a dense fog, in West Nashville. 

(Motorman Dennis Dozier was killed; Mo- 
torman Hooper was fatally injured and 
Motorman Brooks was seriously injured in- 
ternally. Both cars were finning at high 
speed to make a switch and the dense fog 
prevented them from seeing the danger 
ahead. 

There were two passengers in one car 
and one in the other. They were not hurt. 
The crash when the cars came together 
was terrific and the cars were badly wreck- 
ed. One of the motormen was a new hand, 
learning his duties, and it is stated orders 
for passing at this switch were neglected 
and not observed. 


SPANIARDS IN SANTA CLARA. 


American Troops Are Crowded Because 
of Their Presence. 

Clenfuegos, January 15.—The entire mili- 
tary department of Santa Clara, Major 
Genera] J. C. Bates, commanding, is quiet. 
Twenty-seven thousand Spaniards still re- 
main in the vicinity of Cienfugos, but-’one 
transport is now loading and twelve others 
are expected to arrive at an early date. It 
ls improbable, however, that the evacua- 
tiori will be completed before the midd‘e 
of February. 

The Spanish troops, who are thickly 
quartered In the warehouses and along the 
waarves, swarm through the city day and 
night. Their officers crowd the hotels. The 
soldiers are poorly fed and have had no pay 
for months. They are quiet enough, but 
their presence makes impossible a proper 
cleaning of the town and prevents activity 
on the part of the American administra- 
tion, 

Six companies of the Fourth Tennessee 
regiment are at Trinidad, six companies at 
Sancti Spiritus, while the Sixth Ohio regi- 
ment is stationed here. A battalion of the 
Sixth Ohio will be assigned to the city— 
Santa Clara. 

The Sixth Ohioans are living in ténts out- 
side of Cienfuegos, and the health of the 
men is excellent. The Spanish barracks in 
town were found in a wretched condition 
and quite unusable. The barracks at Santa 
Clara city will furnish good accommoda- 
tions and there is a well-equipped hospital 
inere. 

Cuban soldiers garrison the country towns 
in the province as well as guard the plan- 
tations, where owners, in some cases, pay 
each soldier $% a month. The behavior of 
the Cuban troops in garrison capacity is 
highly commended. They observe discipline 
and maintain perfect order. 

The Cuban mayors and civil administra- 
tors in the interfor towns of the depart- 
ment are awaiting the advent of the Ameri- 
can authorities. In numerous Cases no com- 
munications have reached them from the 
latter, and they are proceeding with ordin- 
ary duties in default of instructions,

New York, January 15.—Rev. Thomas 
Dixon, Jr., who for four years past has 
been preaching to the Peoples church, a 
Christian union denominational church, 
whose Sunday meetings have been held at 
the Academy of Music and the Grand opera 
house, réad to his congregation today his 
resignation, which will take effect March 
Ist. 

In his letter of resignation Dr. Dixon 
said that the results of his work had been 
disappointing, that he had not been able 
to raise sufficient money to meet expenses 
and that he ‘‘had been disillusionized as to 
the idea of organic Christian union.” He 
has determined, therefore, to resume his 
position in the regular Bapiist ministry.

“Rumors are in circuiation here that on 
December 28th the dervishes under Emir 
Fedil, on the Blue Nile, defeated the Egyp- 
tian forces, the Tenth Soudanese battalion 
being entirely destroyed.

HAVANA COLLECTOR OF CUSTOMS 


Synopsis of His Report Is Given Out 


by War Department. 


Wagrhington, January 15.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Meiklejohn gave out today 
a synopsis of a report*recently made by 
the collector of customs at Havana, Colo- 
nel Tasker H. Bliss. 

Colonel Bliss writes that the operations 
at the customs house at Havana are pro- 
ceeding very smoothly. He says that, in 
his opinion, the service should not only 
be an object lesson, but a school of instruc- 
tion for the natives. 

It can, he says, be made an object les- 
son by having no one except Americans in 
the service. But it can be made a school 
for instruction by having the natives for 
the great mass of employees, with only 
enough Americans to see that their work is 
faithfully and honestly done. 

At present Colonel Bliss ig carefully re- 
adjusting his force, placing Americans only 
on guard where a general supervision over 
the whole force is necessary.

fallen has been confronted this year with 
a harder task than usual, and to many of 
the needed improvements in a number of 
departments of the city government the 
members have been forced to turn a deaf 
ear. 

It is estimated that the total income of 
the city thig year wil] be $31,000 under that 
of last year, while the needs of each de- 
partment have grown steadily. 

The sheet was arranged at a secret meet- 
ing of the finance committee at the resi- 
dence of its chairman, Dr. J. D. Turner, 
two weeks ago, and the appropriations 
were again discussed at a meeting held in 
the office of Mayor Woodward last Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Councilman Thomson Disagrees. 

As was the case last year, Councilman 
W. 8S. Thomson, of the fourth ward, it is 
stated, has refused to give his approval to 
the sheet and will oppese its adoption by, 
the council this afternoon. Councilman 
Thomson, it is understood, was in favor of 
increasing the appropriation for the pubile 
schools and for that reason fought the 
adoption of the sheet when reported last 
year and will, it is understood, raise the 
same objection this year. 

He is in favor, so it is stated, of enlarging 
and increasing the schools of the city and 
will hold out against the acceptance of 
the sheet with that end in view. 

It ts stated unauthoritatively, Lut the 
report is believed in some quarters, that 
the aldermanic board of the council will 
refuse to accept the apportionments of the 
finance committee, and probably in this in- 
stance, as was done once before, prepare a 
sheet of its own. 

If such a complication should arise, it 
would be necessary to appoint a conference 
committee, composed of members from 
both the finance committee and aldermanic 
Loard, to agree upon a substitute. The in- 
stance where such an opposition sheet was 
framed by the aldermanic board occurred 
several years ago and the year had half 
passed before the conference committee ar- 
ranged a substitute. 

The total regular receipts of the city last 
year were approximately $1,280,000, while 
this year it is estimated that they will be 
only $1,113,500, showing one of the largest 
cuts in receipts between any two connect- 
ing years. 

Whitehall To Be Widened. 

One of the features of the apportionment 
sheet, and one that will attract the public 
interest, is the recommendation of the com-~- 
mittee.for a sum of money with which to 
widen Whitehall street.

MORGAN WILL PUSH IT HARD

Washington, January 15.—It is the pur- 
pose of Senator Davis, in charge of the 
peace treaty, to again call it up as soon 
as it can be reached without displacing 
other measures which take preference under 
the existing orders of the senate. These 
measures are the Indian appropriation bill 
and the Nicaragua cana! bill. 

Under the agreement made last week, the 
canal bill will be taken, up at 3 o’clock 
Tuesday for discussion in speeches not to 
exceed fifteen minutes in duration. There is 
no agreement for a vote on the bill, but 
the belief is general that the understanding 
already reached will lead to an early vote. 

The senators opposed to the pending Dill 
express no intention of trying to prevent a 
vote, and the friends of the bill are very 
confident that this culmination will not be 
postponed beyond Wednesdty. Senator 
Morgan, who has led the contest for the 
measure, today expressed the opinion that 
the final vote would be reached before ad- 
journment Tuesday. He does not expect a 
great many fifteen-minute speeches, and he 
predicts that the bill will go through with- 
out being amended in any essential parf- 
ticular. The acceptance by the committee 
of the Berry amendments has had the ef- 
fect of removing much of the opposition to 
the bill, and there is believea to be little 
doubt of its passage when the vote is taken. 

The senate will attend the funeral of 
Representative Dingley Monday at noon, 
but after this ceremony the senators will 
return to their desks and resume consider- 
ation of the Indian bill. This bill may con- 
tinue to hold attention until Tuesday, and 
if such should prove to be the case, the 
further consideration of the treaty would 
be postponed until ater action upon the 
Nicaragua bill, ; 

In the meantime the pension and diplo- 
matic appropriation bills will have been 
reported from the committee the commit- 
tee on appropriations, but it is not the pur- 
pose at present to give them precedence 
over the treaty. Senator Davis. chairman 
of the foreign relations committee, and 
Senator Allison, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, are working in perfect 
harmony, so that no clash between the 
treaty and the supply bills is probable. 

Senator Bacon has given notice of a 
speech on the general question of exten- 
sion of territory on Wednesday. His ad- 
dress will be based upon the resolutions re- 
garding the status of the Filipinos intro- 
duced by himself some time since, and its 
delivery may lead to considerable debate 
practically on the treaty in open session. 

It is also probable that there will be more 
or less discussion of the resolution of Sen- 
ator Hoar for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the Filipinos introduced on 
Saturday last. Altogether the outlook is 
against any serious consideration of the 
treaty before Thursday. . 

The opponents of the treaty profess great 
confidence in being able to defeat it upon 
a vote, and to believe that the friends of 
the agreement will seek to postpone a vote 
wntil next session. The democratic oppo- 
nents of the agreement have held several 
meetings during the past week, and those 
who have attended profess to be very 

opeful concerning the outlook. They 
claim thirty-four in opposition, or three 
more than necessary to defeat. They say 
they will be satisfied to have the treaty 
ratified providing an amendment is en- 
grafted upon it declaring against the main- 
tenance of sovereignty in the Philippines, 
but the supporters of the treaty decline so 
far to grant any such concern, Some of 
them indicate a willingness to adopt a 
separate resolution to,this end, and it is 
not impossible that this course may be 
pursued. The supporters of the treaty do 
not claim to-be in the least disturbed over 
the outlook. They count upon considerable 
delay in securing action, but still hold to 
their contention that the treaty will be 
ratified just as it came to the senate. 


DINGLEY’S FUNERAL IN HOUSE, 


Representatives Will Have Enoughi To 
Keep Them Busy This Week. 

Washington, January 15.—The work of the 
house during the coming week will be over- 
cast with the sad rites attending the final 
tributes to Mr. Dingley.

RECOGNITION NOW. 
AGONCILLO SEEKS AN UNDEB- 
STANDING WITH McKINLEY. 


Aguinaldo’s Representative Anxious 
To Be Given a Standing in 
Wi . 


Washington, January 15.—Senor Felipe 
Agoncillo, the, representative of General 
Aguinaldo in Washington, has filed with 
the state department a memorandum set- 
ting forth at length the reasons for his 
claim that the Philippine government 
should be recognized by the United States. 

Accompanying the memorandum is a let- 
ter in which Senor Agoncillo states that 
he has received no reply to his communica- 
tion of January 6th, in which he asks that 
& suitabie time be arranged when he could 
be presented to the president and heard 
upon his claims. 

In view of the position in which the rep- 
resentatives of the American government 
and the representatives of the Philippine 
government find themselves upon the 
islands at this time, he urges that the mat- 
ter be given immediate attention. 

The letter and the memorandum have 
heen listed as official documents in the 
state department and although the officials 
have themselves refused to make them 
public, they have nevertheless expressed a 
willingness for Senor Agoncillo to do so if 
he desired. The papers are now in the 
hands of Secretary Hay. The memoran- 
dum is along the same lines as statements 
heretofore made public by the Filipino’s 
representative. 

Senor Agancillo asserts the Filipinos 
esiablished and for seven months have 
maintained a form of government resem- 
bling the American, in that it is based upon 
the right of the people to rule; that Spain 
having at the time of the signing of the 
treaty of peace possession of only ane 
port, and the remainder of the Philippines, 
except. Manila, being in possession of the 
Philippine republic, Spain could give no 
title ta the United States for the islands, 
and that having no title ta give, her claim 
cannot be rendered better Ly the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace. 


THE FILIPINOS ARE FRIENDLY. 


REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENT IS 
SUPPORTED BY ALL NATIONS. 


Three Transports with Troops Are 
Anchored Close to Guimaras 
Island. 


Manila, January 18.—Official dispatches 
just received from Iloilo, island of Panay, 
indicate that the natives are disposed to 
Le friendly, although absolutely opposed 
to the landing of the United States forces 
without orders from Malolos, the seat of 
the so-called Filipino national govern- 
ment.

SHOULD NOT OFFEND GERMANY. 


The London Times Says Congressmen 
Should Be More Careful. 

London, January 15.—The Times says ed- 
itorially this morning in course of a ref- 
erence to the @enial given last Friday by 
Baron von Bulow, German minister of for- 
eign affairs, through the Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, to the reports 
that Germany had been intriguing in the 
Philippines against the Americans, says:

“Rather than involve herself in such dif- 
ficulties she is more likely thinking of 
the Carolines, which the American govern- 
ment has advisedly refused to concern 
themselves about. Neither has England 
anything against German acquisition of 
the Carolines.’’ 


DECLARES IT AN INVENTION. 


Berlin Writer Denies That Germany 
Wants the Friendly Islands. 
London, January 16.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times quotes from the 
Cologne Gazette to the effect that “rumors 
as to tfe annexation of Vavua, one of the 
Friendly islands, by Germany are an inven- 
tion of those wh6 desire to stir up ill- 
feeling between Germany and the United 

States.” 

Hé says, however, that as the Cologne 
Gazette was among the most active origin- 
ally in spreading the reports of Germany’s 
intention to annex the Philippines, its ext 
cessive indignation in the present instance 
is somewhat overdone.

Gruesome Discovery by the Police of

ARE CHINESE SOLD 


TN SLAVERY NOW? 


One Hundred and Ninety Coolies 
Are Brought Across Pacific, 


ee 


ARE DESTINED FOR MEXiCO 


While They Are Being Loaded at Van- 
couver a Repert Scatters Them, 


SOME ARE HARD 10 FIND AGAIN 


Celestials Inform Arrivals That They 
Have Been Absolutely Sold and 
Will Never Be Able To 
Reach Their Homes 
Again. 


Vancouver, B. C., January 15.—The 
steamship Empress of Japan, from Hong 
Kong, brought’ 408 Asiatic steerage pas- 
sengers, many of whom were low caste 
Chinese coolies. One hundred and ninety- 
one of the men were destined for Tampico, 
Mexico. It is stated that they have been 
engaged under contract to work on planta- 
tions and on railway construction by men 
known as Ma Guien and Ma Luke, both 
of Hong Kong, for one Ma Gop of Mexico. 
According to the statements of Vancouver 
Chinese their wages are to bé sent to 
their families in China through Ma Luke 
and Ma Guien, and they are to be permit- 
ted to return to China after two years of 
work, It is stated that Ma Gop is arrang- 
ing to import 1,200 of these coolies from 
Hong Kone. 

While the first contingent for Mexico 
were being loaded into a special] train of 
coaches, which were lined up along the 
steamer dock, some San Francisco Chinese 
residents of this city created a panic among 
their newly arrived countrymen by telling 
them. they had been sold into slavery and 
would never be permitted to return to 
the .orient. A stampede immediately fol- 
lowed, and the officials were obliged to 
resort to violence in order to check the 
rush of the men, which was in the direc- 
tion of the water. A score of them were 
knocked down with clubs and the crowd 
was only stopped in time to prevent its 
plunging over the docks. A number of 
the celestials got away from the officials 
and were secreted in and about Vancouver. 
Searching parties were started in pursuit 
of them and it was not until tonight that 
the last were corralled. : 

The Chinese here are circulating a story 
that the men have been sold at sums rang- 
ing from $500 to $1,000 and that they will 
never be permitted to return to China,

The stiller knows he is liabie to 
be caught at any time, and as fast as a 
gallon is made it is carried off and hid. 
In this way he saves all his rum.

THE LOW PRICE OF COTTON 


Attributed To Be the Cause of the De- 
creased Demand. 


FARMERS NOT IN GOOD FINANCIAL CONDITION 


Declare They Will Not Plant So Much 
Cotton as Formerly, but More 


Columbus, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)— 
The damage suit of Mrs. Marion Law 
against the Western of Alabama railway 
is to be tried this week in the federal court. 
A special term of the court will be called 
to order tomorrow morning, Judge New- 
man presiding, the object of which is to 
try this case. Mrs. Law is suing for heavy 
damages, occasioned by the death of her 
husband, who was conductor on that road, 
and who was killed in an accident some 
time ago. The case has attracted much 
attention. 

It is an interesting fact that the number 
of mules sold in Columbus this winter is 
smaller than has been known in several 
years. Usually the stablemen sell from 
1,500 to 2,000 mules, but this time it is 
doubtful that more than five hundred will 
be disposed of. This is Que to the finan- 
cial condition among the farmers. Many 
of the best known pianters of this section 
have declared it their intention to reduce 
their cotton acreage this spring. A great 
many will be obliged to do so, as the ware- 
houses and grocery stores which have 
been supplying them will cut them off, not 
being willing to carry them any longer. 
The amount of fertilizers sold will be con- 
siderably less. In many cases this will be 
because credit wilk be d@enied. Well-in- 
formed people who are familiar with the 
situation in this section say that were 
it not for these enforced conditions the 
same amount af cotton would be planted 
this spring. 

Captain Thomas E..Blanchard, president 
of the Fourth National bank, just home 
from a visit of two months to the north, 
talks interestingly about financial condi- 
tlons there. He gays that there is a gen- 
eral feeling of buoyancy in business cir- 
cles in the north, and there is a general 
impression that this year will be bright in 
a business way. This is occasioned by the 
immense trade which this country enjoyed 
last year. 

The city tax rate in Columbus for the 
year 1899 will be $1.10, the same as last. 
With a portion of the money raised by 
taxes this year ‘tthe city authorities will 
materially improve the condition of the 
streets, nearly 10 per cent of the tax funds 
being set aside for paving purposes.

Over the spot 
Where the ship rode at anchor the night 
before only a danger signal buoy lamp was 
visible. When the absence of the ship was 
discovered Captain Doty and Captain Bur- 
ley took the tug Fairfield and made an in- 
vestigation, and it was soon determined 
beyond possibility of doubt that the ship 
had gone to the bottom. 

One of the ballast logs, a lifeboat, a mat- 
tress, with the name of the ship on it, and 
several others were found. Beyond these 
no other wreckage has been discovered. As 
all on board perished, only surmises as to 
the cause of the disaster are obtainable, 

Late this afternoon the ill-fated vessel 


was located. She lies on the bottom of the 
sound on her broadside, under twenty-three 
fathoms of water, close by the spot where 
She had been anchored,

Store and Stock of D. P. Sparrow De- 
stroyed by Flames. 
Opelika, Ala., January 15.—(Special.)—It 
seems as though this city was destined to 
go up in flame and smoke. Fourteen stores, 
on one of the main streets here, have been 
burned recently. Five were destroyed Jan- 
uary llth. Last night, at 12 o'clock, the 
two-story brick and granite store, the finest 
here, owned by G. N. Hundmon and occu- 
pied by D. P. Sparrow and others, caught 
fire in Sparrow’s store.

In a recent summary of the industrial 
situation, The New York Times declares 
that southern conditions are more prom- 
ising than they have been at any time 
since 1880. 

Notwithstanding our big crops, the de- 
mand today is in excess of the supply, 
and every line of industry and com- 
merce is reasonably prosperous. In each 
' gection of the union the people are man- 
ufacturing more of their raw materials 
every year at home, and ‘this is espe- 
cially true of the south. 

- The progress of the southern iron in- 
dustry ig an encouraging feature of the 
situation. A few years ago, when gray 
forge iron was worth $15 a ton, a crowd 
of land beomerg started furnaces and 
towns. The following period of depres- 
sion caused many of these enterprises 
to fail. Iron dropped to $6 .a ton with- 
out materially reducing the price of 1a- 
bor. Other conditions were unfavor- 
able, and our iron industry passed 
through the most trying ordeal in its 
history. 

“But some of the old and new iron 
manufacturers have shown that they are 
able to make a ton of pig iron and sell 
it for $6, and still live. The rise of 
$1.50 a ton has greatly helped them, and 


the prospect grows brighter every day. | 


The home demand is in excess of the 
present active furnace capacity, and the 
tremendous export demand will consume 
our whole available product. The rec- 
ord for the closing months of last year 
was unprecedented, and gtartled the 
whole industrial world. 

The iron master in the south is better 
off today, with pig iron at $7.50 a ton, 
than he was fifteen years ago, with the 
same iron selling at $15 a ton. Our 
iron and steel products are successfully 

‘competing with the local articles in 
’ @negland and Germany, and the possibil- 
ities of our future trade with Spanish- 
America and the orient can hardly be 
overestimated. 

The south has very few cranks and 
boomers. Her business and industrial 
leaders have spent the past few years 
in a close study of the situation and the 
methods which are best suited to our 
conditions. Disturbing political ques- 
tions are now out of the way, and there 
is no longer any apprehension that the 
federal government will interfere with 
the local affairs of the south. This 
fact is recognized and appreciated in the 
great financial centers of Europe and 
America, and the cheap money which is 
congested there will now seek invest- 
ment in this direction. 

(People who live in the heart of the 
cotton region should not lose sight of 
the development of the iron industry. 
It is one of the surest indications of 
prosperity. A heavy home and foreign 
demand for southern iron will help 
every branch of commerce and industry. 

The present year has opened favor- 
ably for our traders and manufacturers, 
and there will be practically no limit 
to their business in foreign countries, 
when they become more familiar with 
the wants and the commercial methods 
of their new customers.

According to a writer in The New 
York Press, Robert Toombs had a mid- 
die name, which he dropped in early life, 
ng some Treason not known to the pub- 
Cc. 
“Alston” was the discarded name, so 


_ the story goes, but this does not matter. 


The point of interest is the peculiar con- 
duct of some famous men in regard to 
their names. 

Alexander Hamilton Stephens origin- 
ally had no middle name, but he was 
determined to have one, and, as the 
name of “Hamilton” struck his fancy, 
he adopted it. General Grant was christ- 
ened “Hiram,” but he got rid of this 
homely name in his boyhood, and haa 
names enough left to carry him com- 
fortably through life. Bayard Taylor 
began his career as “Jim.” Maurice 
Thompson many years ago signed him- 
self ‘James Maurice Thompson.” Frank 
Leslie was not a Lesli¢. He wag plain 
Henry Carter. Joaquin Miller started 
out as “Cincinnatus Miller.” 

It ig quite likely that Toombs dropped 
his middle name to save the trouble of 
writing it. He generally signed his let- 
ters “R. Toombs.” He was not the 
man to be freakish in such matters, but 
he thought that it was a great waste 
of time for busy men to have a signa- 
ture half a yard long. Some of the 
others mentioned here perhaps had. pure- 


i ly fanciful reasons for dropping or 


changing their names. 


The Militia Convention. . 

‘Thoughtful men throughout the coun- 
try will do well to give very careful at- 
tention to the deliberations of the con- 
vention which has been called by Gover- 
nor Bloxham, of Florida, to meet in 
Tampa during the second week in Feb- 
ruary of this year. 

The purpose of the gathering have 
been variously commented upon and fre- 
quently misrepresented by a consider- 
able number of papers generally well 
posted. It may be said—to put the mat- 
ter in a few words—that this military 
convention is designed to be a business 
meeting which will have far-reaching 
political comsequences. Delegates will 
be in attendance representing the several 
states of this union, the regular army 


~and navy establishments of the general 


government, and many of the leading 
educational institutions of the country. 
It is probable, too, that a few other na- 
tions will accept Governor Bloxham’s 
invitation and send representatives. 
There is every indication that the at- 
tendance will be large and distinguished 
and all topics discussed will be handled 
with great ability. 

These topics will be very comprehen- 
sive in scope—much more so, indeed, 
than the press has at yet intimated. The 
relations of the state troops to the gen- 
eral government and to their respective 
state governments, from both the finan- 
cial and political standpoints, will be 
the central theme of the discussions, ana 
the old question of centralization versus 
states rights will come up. Efforts will 
be made to secure congressional legis- 
lation to place all the state militia 
—more generally called the mational 
guard, in the north—under closer and 
more direct control of the general gov- 
ernment. Any such move will be op- 
posed by those delegates who believe 
the tendency toward centralization 
should be checked. #All seem to agree 
that some uniform system of militia 
organization should be adepted by the 
states but there is likely to‘ be a wide 
divergence of views as to what measure 
of supervision the Washington govern- 
ment shall be given over the state 
troops. 

Another interesting and important 
suggestion which will be made in the 
Tampa convention is the proposition 
that military training be introduced into 
and made a regular part of the educa- 
tion given to the public schools of the 
several states. This idea may seem 
quite visionary now, but it will be very 
ably and earnestly presented to the con- 
vention. This subject was not men- 
tioned in the original call for the gath- 
ering, and in fact was an after thought, 
but among leading educators it has 
aroused much enthusiasm. The master 
of a well-known military school at Mon- 
treal, Canada, proposes to bring his en- 
tire corps of cadets and their instructors 
to the convention as an object lesson. 
It is very doubtful, however, whether 
this innovation in the public school sys- 
tem will receive anything like general 
approval for many years, if ever, be- 
—" it breathes too much -of militar- 

sm. 

The convention will remain in session 
at Tampa long enough to try and reach 
some satisfactory agreement as to how 
the militia of the several states should 
be organized, and # any sufficiently 
definite plan can there be adopted, it will 
be submitted to congress and the vari- 
ous legislatures for uniform enactment. 
It is probable that some sort of perma- 
nent organization will be effected to 
carry through the plans agreed upon 
by the Tampa convention, and that sub- 
sequent conventions will be held to dis- 
euss the progress of the work.

The Orange Crop’ 

The orange crop, which is now ready 
to move from Florida, will be nearly 
one-half the usual crop.of the state. 
»Perhaps no state was ever so com- 
pletely bereft of its resources than was 
Florida _by the great frost of a few 
years ago. The Orange trees, were, as 
it were, swept out.of sight in a. night, 
and the labgr of years was demolished. 

The young orange trees, since planted, 
are now fairly developing, and from this 
time on, will increase in bearing capac- 
ity until the average will be reached 
again. 

The disaster to the orange trees, how- 
ever, was a boon to the Floridians in 
the long run. It was a forceful lesson 
that it was folly to risk everything to 
the hazard of a single crop, when there 
were other avenues of wealth at hand. 
The cultivation of other fruits, as well 
as of early vegetables, has now become 
established, so that hereafter the: fail- 
ure of one crop will not mean the failure 
of all. 3

An, Example for the Rich. 

(Harvard university is fortunate in 
attracting the attention of the well-to- 
do. 

Under the will of Henry C. Warren, 
Harvard university is bequeathed al] of 
hig real estate and personal property, 
excepting $4,000 of private bequests. The 
will provides that $15,000 shall be add 
to Harvard oriental series, $10,000 to 
Harvard dental school, $10,000 tothe col- 
lege museum and the remainder to the 
Indo-Iranian or Sanscrit departments, as 
the college authorities see fit. His vast 
collection of books and art treasutes al- 
so are bequeathed to the university, The 
value of the estate is not given by the 
executor, but it is reported to be almost 
$500,000. 

This is an example which should be 
followed by many of our rich pegle 
toward the universities of the south. 
As it is, every educational institutim 
in our section is cramped for means, 
hardly subsisting on inadequate recog, 
nition from states and individuals. The 
soul of every state lies in its local uni- 
versity, which cherishes the work by 
which its hhistory is marked. 

As it is, southern young men are com- 
pelled to go abroad, where they lose the 
flavor of. home surroundings, and thus 
their work is often lost where it is most 
needed. 

'We cannot expect such large sums 
for our universities, but the condition 
could be made better than it is. 


North Carolina Has Had Enough

Governor Candler Returns from Washington and New York , 


and Tells About His Trip—A Case To Be Tried in 
Court Which Has Remarkable Political 
Significance—Other Gossip,

Governor Allen D. Candler returned last 
night from an eight days’ visit in Washing- 
ton and New York, and went at once to 
the executive mansion. Although he had 
some little business to transact in the 
north, he went away primarily to get a 
much-needed rest, for from the hour of his 
inauguration until the adjournment of the 
legislature he did not have a single day of 
leisure, and his physiclan had repeatedy 
tol@ him that he needed a let-up of a couple 
of weeks. His brief vacation unquestiona- 
bly had a beneficial result, for when he 
stepped from the train last night he looked 
the picture of robust health. His eye was 
bright and his step was as nimble as a 
school boy’s, and he had a grip for the 
friends who gathered to meet him that re- 
minded them of his campaign days. He 
said he had thoroughly enjoyed his vaca- 
tion, but he would not talk a bit about pol- 
itics. 

“T really didn’t learn anything about pol- 
itics,”’ he said, “for I didn’t go among the 
politicians. I met a good many old friends 
in New York and in Washington, Lut we 
steered clear of politics. In Washington I 
went up to the capitol and sat in my old 
chair in the house, where a good many of 
the old members came to meet me. I heard 
something said about expansion, but I 
really forget who said it or what it was. 
Both the democrats an@ the republicans 
in congress seem to regret very much the 
action of Bailey of Texas in trying to un- 
seat General Joe Wheeler, for the good old 
veteran has friends in every party, but it is 
quite probable that some satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made. General Wheeler 
has never really aspired to leadership in 
the house and this fact makes Baliley’s 
course the more remarkable. No one seems 
to know why he is trying to pester the gen- 
eral.’’ 

Governor Candler walked from the depot 
up to the executive mansion and carried 
his big satche] with him.

The action of the Warren county com- 
missioners in declaring vacant the county 
offices of tax collector and _ treas- 
urer is likely to become something 
of a political sensation. The tax collector 
is H. H. Kitchens and the treasurer is 
William M. Hawes, editor of The Warren- 
ton Clipper and a former member of the 
house of representatives. Both have just 
Been elected by good majorities and both 
are—very naturally#averse to surrendering 
their offices. The reason for their removal 
was the payment by Mr. Kitchens of county 
taxes to the amount of $3,100 to Mr. Hawes, 
the commissioners holding that the money 
should have gone to the retiring treasurer, 
Hon. H. R. Hall. Messrs. Kitchens and 
Hawes have appealed their case to the 
courts, and the former, has received a let- 
ter from Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
indorsing his course.

Judge John 8. Candler will go up to 
Marietta next week to preside at the trial 
of nine suits which have been brought 
before the court over which Judge George 
F. Gober presides, but over which Judge 
Gober, in these particular instances, has 
surrendered jurisdiction. The trials are the 
Outcome of a condition of affairs which, 
after thoroughly arousing Cobb county in 
both a legal and a political sense, has led 
to the estrangement of many former per- 
sonal friends, including a superior court 
judge and a United States senator. The 
judge is George F. Gober and the senator 


| is Alexander Stevens Clay, and although 


it has been known for a long time that 
these two distinguished.gentlemen were not 
On speaking terms, very few persons knew 
the reason. The whole story will come out 
when court convenes at Marietta one week 
from today, but its history to date may as 


| Well be told now, because it is a matter of

_ Over a year ago the Marietta Guano Com- 


an inferior quality and not the sort that 
had been bargained for. The suits were dil- 
rected against the Marietta Guano Company 
and David Morris, its agent, and the plain- 
tiffs were represented by Attorneys 
Frey and Frey and J. Z. Foster, of Ma- 
rietta. 

At the first trial before Judge Gober, 
Attorneys Morris and Green, of Marietta, 
made the point, as counsel for David Mor- 
ris, that he had acted only as agent for ithe 
guano company and could not be held to 
be personally responsible. Attorneys Clay 
and Blair, of Marietta, who represented the 
company, demurred on the grounds that 
the corporation thad been chartered in Ful- 
ton county, and that suit should have been 
brought there. And both defendants joined 
in demurring because it was alleged that 
William Gober and N. M. Mayes, brother 
and brother-in-law, respectively, of Judge 
Gober, had been purchasers of the guano 
that was in dispute, and that the judge 
was disqualified by virtue of such rela- 
tionship from presiding, Tihese motions and 


| counter-motions involved so much in both a 


personal and a political sense that it is not 
strange that the entire county shortly be- 
came involved in the controversy. 

Judge Gober took the matter under ad- 
visement, and it is alleged that a year 
passed without this reaching a decision. In 
the meantime Mr. Newton A. Morris, of 
the law firm representing David Morris, 
was elected to the legislature, and at the 
last session he was the author of a Dill 
which became a law requiring all judges 
to bear and decide legal points within 
thirty days. Representative Morris made 
no secret of the fact that the Cobb county 
guano case had inspired the ordinance. But 
Judge Gober finally overruled all the de- 
murtrers and it was in evidence that neither 
his brother nor his brother-in-law were 
parties to the suits that had been brought. 
The contention of the defense was that 
they had Durchased the guano, however, 
and would be beneficiaries under the ruling 
of the court. 

When the cases again came up for trial 
Senator Steve Clay and Lawyer Blair, his 
partner, were in court to ask for a contin- 
uance on the grounds that Judge Gober 
had permitted the opposing counsel to have 
access to private papers filed by the defense 
with the court. Judge Gober promptly fined 
Lawyer Blair $25 for contempt, he having 
made the point, and Senator Clay walked 
out of the court. Then came the climax 
to the whole proceedings. Lawyer New- 
ton A. Morris had purchased*tstock in the 
Marietta Guano Company some weeks be- 
fore the case was called and tis law firm 
made the point that Judge Gober was dis- 
qualified from presiding because he was 
related to Mr. Morris within the fourth de- 
gree. The judge’s wife is Mr. Morris's first 
cousin, and he is also second cousin to Mr. 
Morris’s mother. Judge Gobér insisted on 
the introduction of Mr. Morris’s stock in 
evidence, and when the shares were pro- 
duced he surrendered jurisdiction. 

So Judge Candler will go up to Marietta 
next Monday to preside at the third at- 
tempt to try the suits, and the resuit will 
be watched with interest. It is doubtful 
if any matter that was originally of so lit- 
tle real importance ever attained the dig- 
nity that this case has, for not only are 
Senator Clay and Judge Gober on the outs, 
but a tremencous political quarrel has 
started that threatens to divide Cobb coun- 
ty and the entire circuit. lit is already 
reported that Solicitor General Tom Hutch- 
inson will be a candidate for judge and 
that Representative Newt Morris will run 
for solicitor general to succeed him at the 
next election. The Constitution yesterday 
and on Saturday endeavored to secure per- 
sonal statements from all the parties con- 
cerned, but none of them would say a word, 
They adhere strictly to the determination 
to permit the cases in dispute to reach 
judiciaA adjustment before they do any 
talking on their own aceount. Then, it is 
sald, they will talk a good deal.

ufacture of agricultura] implements. It is 
a market and borough town, situated on 
the River Cherwell, sixty-five miles from 
London. It boasts a large church that ig 
an imitation of St. Paul’s cathedral.

Happily, Banbury cakes have survived, 
if its zeal and cheese are things of the 
past. Everybody knows the anecdote of 
the bishop, the boy and the Banbury cake. 
The bishop of Oxford, it is said, was pass-< 
ing threvgh the station when he directed @ 
boy on the platform to fetch him @ Ban- 
bury cake and gave him sixpence, addings 
“Buy one for yourself with the change Ks, 
The boy returned munching one of the ob- 
long pieces of pastry, and, handing the 


bishop threepence, explained that there was : 


only one cake in stock. There is a weak 
epot in the story—a’ Banbury cake costs 
twopence. 

The town boasts of a bewildering number 
of “orfginal” cake shops. One in the Higls 
street seems to have the strongest claim 
to the distinction, since it bears the royal 
arms and declares itself “purveyor to her 
majesty, the queen.” How many Banbury 
cakes does the illustrious lady consume per 
annum, one wonders! 

The original Banbury cross was, unfor- 
tunately, destroyed by the Puritans at the 
reformation. A steeple type of structure, 
something on the lines of the martyrs, me- 
morial of Oxford, now marks the place 
where it stood. The fine lady of the nur- 


sery jingle is an allusion to the habit of- 


the “old woman of Banbury,”’ known also 
as the “witch of the white horse.’ Like 
the cross, she has long since disappeared, 
but her memory is kept green by the pro- 
cession in the town at royal jubilees, oc- 
casions of rare ocourrence, except in re- 
cent years under the present happy reign.’

“Dirty Banbury’s proud people, 
Built a church without a steeple.” 
This was in old days, when the town

Georgia Congressmen Glad the Third

Washington, January 15.—Rev. Sam Small 
has filed a petition in bankruptcy with the 
clerk of the district court of the District of 
Columbia. In this petition he states that 
his residence is No. 520 B street, N. E., 
in this city, he and his family having had 
their residence here in Washington during 
the greater part of the time in recent years. 

The schedute of assets and liabilities show 
an indebtedness of $8,432.75, while the avail- 
able assets in all amount to $250. 

Of the indebtedness $845 is, according to 
the details scheduled, owed to parties in 
Georgia.: The other indebtedness is dis- 


tributed over all parts of the country, there 


being creditors in almost every state of the 
union. The principal ones are in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Virginia, but there 
are others in West Virginia, Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Missouri, Iowa, Iili- 
nols, Kentucky, Massachusetts, New York 
and Oklahoma Territory. The largest in- 


dividual creditor is a St. Louis bank, to! 


which Mr. Small owes something over 
$1,000. The money owed banks is for loans; 
the other principal items are for printers’ 
bills and other accounts growing out of his 
newspaper venture at Norfolk and several 
other similar ventures~with which he has 
been connected. 

The sche.ule of creditors shows the fol- 
lowing Georgians: 

J. H. Foster, Atlanta, merchant, $105; At- 
lanta National bank, $100; George W. Sco- 
ville, manager Kimball house, $105; Jerry 
Lynch, Atlanta, $75; P. J. Moran, Atlanta, 
$9; W. L. Venable, Atldnta, $200; L. M. 
Park, LaGrange, $70; J. A. Newcombe, 
manager hotel, Macon, $140. 

The only assets which seem to be avall- 
able are a fee of $100 for a lecture, which 
is due from J. 8. Connoly, of Des Moines, 
Ia., and $150 due from Rev. J. S Wil- 
HMamgon, Manager of the dhautauqua, Ex- 
¢celsior Springs, Mo., for personal services 

as lecturer. 

The schedule shows household goods, in- 
cluding wearing apparel, $100, and debts 
due on open account, $100. In addition to 
this there is property which is claimed to 
be exempt from the law to the amount . 
e300.

says The Cincinnati Enquirer, as well as the 
railway line upon which it is located, is the 
property of the state of Georgia, leased to 
the LouisviNe and Nashville railroad sys- 
tem, with twenty-one years yet to run. The 
depot is in the heart of the business district 
of the city, and, by reason of the frequent 
stoppage of traffic and the flooding of the 
atmosphere with abominable locomotive 
smoke, it has been declared a nuisance by 
the state railroad commissioners, and a 
meeting is called for the middle of March, 
at which plans for a new union passenger 
station will be submitted. Mr. Henry T. 
McDaniel, the noted railroad engineer, of 
Cincinnati, has received complimentary let- 
ters from Governor Candler and a member 
of the state legislature, and will be present 
at the meeting with a carefully and elabor- 
ately prepared plan for the new station, 
among, perhaps, many sharp competsors 
from different parts of the country. Mr. 
McDaniel has already been prominently 
mentioned in connection with the project, 
and, after a bit of persuasive power had 
been brought to bear upon him yesterday at 
the Emery, unbosomed himself so far ag to 
say: 

“I am an admirer of The Cincinnati En- 
quirer, which is the great cnronicler of 
events past and prospective, and if what 
was said to its representative did not reach 
so far it would certainly include more de- 
tails than I can give at present, for the 
most complimentary reason to your paper, 
that all my possible rivals also read and 
appreciate your paper. 

“Looking backward a decade I will state 
that the present Atlanta passenger station 
was located in the forties, when. Mr. Rich- 
ard Peters, the father of our fellow Cin- 
cinnati citizen, Mr. Ralph Peters, of the 
Pennsylvania company, was a young en- 
gineer on the only railroad entering that 
city. The site was wisely selected, and the 
present project is merely to improve that 
old location and relieve the congestion of a 
large urban traffic coming in contact with 
eleven railroads on a common grade. 

‘With the thalt caused a few years ago in 
the large extension of new railroads, the im- 
provement of terminals, which had not kept 
pace with new conditions, became a problem 
of great importance. Such cities as Phila- 
delphia, Indianapolis and Boston set the 
pace in this new work. The immense saving 
in operation of competitive lines by pooling 
and concentrating the expense at large ter- 
minal points is not disputed by any. 

“Acting on this idea, I formulated a plan 
in 1892 for an elevated passenger station 
for Atlanta, but the ‘pear’ was not quite 
ripe, but conforming to objections then

I revised my original design without sacri- 
ficing the engineering principles involved, 
but concluded to file plans until such 
time as ‘the subject should be revived by 
the roads themselves. ‘That time has ar-

“What will your proposed station cost, 
and how will it affect present lessees and 
tenants?’ queried The Enquirer. :

“Each steward represents thirty members 
of this congregation, and he should visit 
every one on his list and see to it that 
they ate made conversant with the condi- 
tions of the church. The members of the 
congregation, on the other hand, should 
not look upon the stewards as an organ- 
ized bedy of collectors who are ever and 
eternally after money. When you are visit- 
ed by a steward make him welcome in your 
home. Show him some attention, and above 
all things, take some interest in the vital 
matters of the church.” “d 

At the conclusion of the sermon Major 
Courtney made a talk, in which he said 
that he heartily agreed with everything 
said by Dr. Lewis, and that he wished to 
emphasize every word of the sermon. Bish- 
op Morrison aleéo made a few remarks along 
the same line, during which he said that 
he hoped the sermon of Dr. Lewis would be 
taken to heart by every member of the 
congregation, 

Mr. R. A. Hemphill followed Bishop Mor- 
rison and stated that he thought the ser- 
mon would be productive of great good, in 
that it would serve to bring the members 
of the board of stewards and members of 
the congregation closer together,

¢ AT THE CATHEDRAL. ° 


At the cathedral yesterday, Rev, Albion 
W. Knight preached an interesting sermon 
upon prophets and prophecies, declaring 
that the preacher of today fulfilled the func- 
tions of the prophet of old, but that he 
dealt largely with the things of the past. 

The prophets of old, he said, dealt with 
the great thing to come—the appearance 
ef the Christ on earth. And with His ap- 
pearance among men, came the fullness of 
God’s revelation. So, now, the preacher, of 
necessity, in supplanting the prophet of old, 
had to deal largely with the past instead 
of entirely with the future. f 

Mr. Knight took his text from Romans 
xii, 6: “Having their gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grads that is given unto us, 
whether prophesy, let us prophesy accord- 
ing to the proportion of faith.” 

“St. Paul,” said Mr. Knight, “in this and 
succeding passages, enumerates some gifts 
that we receive, and which are to be exer- 
eised, not for our own agsrandizement in 
our own way, but in an unselfish, unosten- 
tatious and simple manner. Among thege 
gifts he enumerates prophesy as being one 
that is to be exercised under certain con- 
ditions. This may seem somewhat strange 
to us who have, from the association of 
ideas, devised quite a different conception 
of the office of the prophet. 

“‘We are wont to think of him as a person 
who speaks to us of the mind of God con- 
cerning things yet to come—that filled with 
the divine afflatus, he must speak only 
such things as God puts in his mouth to 
speak—that he is a mere instrument or ma- 
caine that gives utterance only to such 
things as may be mechanically poured out. 

“With this conception of the prophet, we 
eannot reconcile and idea of his having the 
power to exercise volition—he cannot select 
what he shall say, nor can he go beyond 
that which has been given to ‘him to say. 
In one sense, this idea of the prophet is a 
true one; but in the brader senge, it is not 
applicable. Balaam could not utter that 
against the tribes which no doubt he de- 
sired to utter, but could speak only that 
which God put into his mouth for him to 
speak. We may find these isolated instan- 
ces, but in the higher and more exalted con- 
ception of the prophet, we find that person- 
ality and individuallity play an important 
part. The very picturesqueness and gtrik- 
ing characteristics of an Elijah, or a Jonah, 
proves to us that God did not ignore per- 
sonalities in selecting his messengers, and 
yet He would so shape those personalities 
that they would deliver the message that 
He would have delivered.”

Rev. D. N. McLauchlin, of Chester, 8. 
C., preached a forceful and eloquent ser- 
mon at the First Presbyterian church yes- 
terday. He is a minister of great power, 
and his discourse made a most favorable 
impression. He also preached at the same 
place last night. 

The subject of the morning sermon was 
“The Friendship of Christ.’’ He spoke in 
part ag follows: 

‘Jesus when on earth indulged the pas- 
sion of friendship, He loved ali men, put 
the disciples, the inmates of the Bethany 
home, and others, were His special friends. 
No doubt He said much to them that was 
too sacred to be paraded before the vulgar 
ear. His friendship was of the genuine 
kind; not akin te the modern spurious arti- 
cle that congists in a Larter of Kind offices 
for mutual business or social advantage. 

“It was like the friendship of Jonathan 
and David, in which their souls were knit 
together. An attachment so close that 
there could be no separation without the 
tearing of flesh and ioss of blood. He 
manifested friendship very much as we doa. 
They shared with Him His joys and sgor- 
rows. When He went up the Mount of 
Transfiguration, He didn’t go alone; His 
three most devoted disciples were with 
Him. It was His proudest day on earth 
and He had them to share it with Him. 
When He entered the dismal garden He 
carried the twelve; they couldn’t help Him, 
but He desired to have the sympathetic 
beat of loving hearts and the grasp of lov- 
ing hands near by. How human! 

“It is a great blessing to have a friend 
who will love and trust us. Love and 
trust constitute the quarry out of which 
are hewn the stones erected into the ma- 
sonry Of manhood and womanhood. You 
remember Jerry McAuley. He had been 
guilty of every crime in the catalogue of hu- 
man guilt. He was saved by the love and 
trust of one man, and afterwards by God’s 
grace changed the mora] complexion of 
whole districts of New York. 

“It is a great blessing to have a friend 
who can bestow material help. All of us 
have our time of need. Human life is 
like a vast train sweeping over hill and 
dale. The end descending can help pull 
up the end ascending. God intended for us 
to love and help one another. But the 
most valuable friend is the noble man of 
woman who inspires us to be something 
better than ourselves. 

“Christ is a friend who loves and trusts 
—a friend who tas. the material 
world at His command to help 
us; a friend whose influence makes 
us Over again, consider what He did for 
His disciples. They who were once power- 
less now rule us by their writings; they 
who were once ignorant teach us the high- 
est of all wisdom; they who were 80 poor 
communicate to us the unsearchable riches. 
Nor is this all, they now sit on the twelve 
thrones judging the twelve tribes. They are 
shining as the firmament and as the stars 
forever. They are putting on the wedding 
robes and sitting down at the marriage 


‘feast forever in the kingdom of light. 


“What He did for them He can do for 
us. It was expedient for Him to go hence 
on His people’s account. He can be just 
as near us now. He is in this house, power- 
ful to help. Make Him your friend and the 
censur of all your friendships. Form none 
that He will not indorse. Our friends con- 
stitute our second conscience, sometimes 
the first conscience. Choose only those con- 
genial to Christ. Whatever friends we may 
have we will need Him as a conqueror of 
sin and death; as a door back to God. We 
will need Him as a teacher. The highest

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Rev. W. B. Stradley preached an inter- 
esting and forzeful sermog at Trinity yes- 
terday morning on the “Sources and Meas- 
ures of Spiritual Powers.”” <A large con- 
gregation was present and six members 
vere received into the church during the 
services. An exceptionally fine musical 
programme had been arranged by the 
choir for the occasion, and each number’ 
was well rendered. Dr. Stradley’s text 
was: 

“Ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Acts i, &. 

He prefaced hig remarks Ly saying that 
no less task was set the disciples than the 
evangelization of the worid, and then 
eeeded to discuss the subject from the 
standpoint that nothing could be accom- 
plished without the aid of God, 

“The Master knew,” said he, “that the 
disciples were unable to accomplish the 
evangelization of the worki unaided, so 
he commanded them to remain at Jerusa- 
jem until th were endued with power 
from on high; then followed the promise 
of the text, which is one of the most com- 
prehensive and precious in the Bible. There 
is emphasized in this promise the lack of 
power, the need of power, the source of 
power, the measure of power, and the re- 
sult of power: for it is followed immediate- 
ly by the statement that in His strength 
they should become effective witnesses for 
Him unto the uttermost parts of the earth. 

“That there is naturally a lack of spirit- 
ual power is every evident. The text clear- 
ly implies as much, and human conscious- 
ness and experience are in harmony with 
the text. We are described in the Bible as 
dead, and a dead thing is utterly powerless. 
We are powerless to repent, to believe, to 
obey. or to do any good thing. except as 
aided Ly the Good Spirit of God. 

“The best teaching that unbelief can of- 
fer to a lost world is that we do good. 
This is also Christian teaching, but always 
with the distinct understanding that all 
strength and grace are divine gifts. ‘Work 
out your salvation with fear and trem- 
bling, for it is God that worketh in you to 
will and to do of His good pleasure,’ ”

Sanitary Department Is Cut. 

Probabiy tue most surprising feature of 
the apportionment sheet, but One that 
seemed necessary to the committee, owing 
to tne shortened inc@sme, is the cut that 
has been made jn the Sanitary department, 
With an appropriation last year of §120,0W), 
the depurtment is tid by the Anance Colm- 
mittee (nat it Must GO business during the 
present year With ab even $109,000. 

The large cut in tne Sanitary department 
has been Known by members of tue board 
of heaitn tor some days, and they have 
been considering the Chances of conuucting 
the sanitary department on resiricted 
means. No serious Ovjection, it is under- 
stood, will be raised by the health board, 
the members ot whicn appreciate the ue- 
cessity for the large cut. 

Under the depariment of contingent it is 
known that the appropriation ror the mili- 
tary armories of tha city has been coim- 
pletely knocked out, and not one cent is to 
be given for this purpose. The appropria- 
tion for the militia last year amounted to 
Police and Fire Departments Are Safe. 

In considering the, departments of police 
and fire the committee recognized that any 
large cut would result in detriment to the 
city government. Therefore no change of 
any extent has been made in the amount 
allowed each of these important depart- 
ments, with the exception of a small cut in 
the expenses of the tire department, and 
they will be on the same footing, practi- 
cally, so far as finances are concerned, as 
last year. 

To the 
mittee has recommended an appropriation 
of 36,000, a slight cut under that of last 
year, 

The total apportionments made by the 
committee, including the amounts that have 
beep brought over from last year for spe- 
cific purposes, and which cannot be devoted 
to anything else, are known to be $1,752,000. 
The apportionment for the past year, made 
in January, 1898, was $1,446,740, 

Additions to Schools. 

It is understood that one of the hardest 
fights in the committee room was on the 
amount to be allowed for public schools. It 
is stated that the sum given for pay rolls 
remains the same as well as the sum for 
running expenses, while $4,500 has been rec- 
ommended ror additions to some of the 
school buildings, . 

This appropriation was recommended in 
compliance with the urgent requests of the 
members of the board of education, who 
are at present confronted with the prob- 
lem of providing seats for children in 
schogl districts that are crowded. The ad 
ditions will be made to those buildings 
where. more room is needed, 

The department of parks, for which an 
appropriation of $9,000 was made last yer, 
has suffered a cut -this«year of $2,500, mik- 
ing the appropriation to thé department, 
$6,500. With a deficit of $31,000 confronting 
the committee, the ruling idea was tqtake 
from those departments that were of the 
least necessity to the city and leaye un- 
touched the ones that guarantee gakt® to 
the people, With this understandisg the 
department of parks was cut as much as 
possible. 

The appropriation to the department of 
waterworks is stated in some quyirters to 
be slightly less than $86,000 to imehude the 
sum of §,000 for new piping, aid others 
state that the committee has re@mmended 

ere of a considerable amount in 
department. It is believeg by some, 

at the appropriation will be $9,000 and 
that this will include $10,000 for new piping 
in the city. At the last m@ting of the 
water board a large approprigtion for new 
piping was recommended te the finance 
committee, the position beimg taken that 
portions of the city were aefially suffering 
from a lack of water, and that facilities 
to meet this emergency shuld be allowed 
at’once. No authoritative gliatement can-be 
had as to the appropriatigs for water, but 
it is certain that council will set aside a 
considerable sum for tht laying of new 
pipes. 

Cemetery Appropriation Increased. 

An inerease has been made in the appro- 
priation for the cemefery to include an 
amount stated to be $4500 for the erection 
of an office at Oaklapd to take the place 
of the old building that has answered that 
purpose for years. The appropriation for 
the cetnetery office was urged by Mayor 
Woodward, whose idéa was, it is stated, to 
put $5,000 in a buildigg at the cemetery that 
would be an honor to the city. 

The work on the piilding at Oakland is to 
start, so it is believed, in the early spring 
and to be completed before the end of the 
sumsmer, 

In the department «f sewers the commit- 
tee, it is understocd, has set aside the 
amount of $20,008 for the construction of 
lateral sewers, and has made an unusually 
large appropriaticn for the laying of. trunx 
sewers, a largeincrease in which was rec- 
ommended by City Engineer Clayton, It is 
believed that the amount allowed for trunk 
sewers will be as large in the apportion- 
ment sheet ag $9,000. 

It is estimated that little change has been 
made in the appropriation fer street light- 
ing, and thet the amount allowed for this 
purpose will be the same as usual.

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BURGLARS BUNKO 
- GREDULOUS COPS 


Policemen Tolled Inte an Alley by 
Scheming Regues. 


A STORE 1S BURGLARIZED 


While the Officers Were in the Alley 
on a Cold Trail. | 


UNIQUE CASE OF OUTWITTING OFFICERS 


The Imperial Saloon Was the Place 
Robbed—Front Window Was 
Smashed with a Rock. 


Two policemen were bunkoed by three 
burglars last night early in the evening, 
and a saloon was boldly burglarized as the 
result of the credulity of the officers. A 
sequel to the unique story was the firing 
o ftwo shots by one of the officers at a ne- 
gro, supposed to have been one of the 
rogues. 

The affair is perhaps without a parallel 
in police circles on account of the novel 
and well laid scheme of the burglars and 
the boldness of the robbery which followed. 

It was about 9 o'clock that a negro ran 
up to Patrolmen Jim Shepard and Sam 
Shepard, who are on a beat together on De- 
catur street. The negro breathlessly an- 
nounced that a man was breaking into a 
store in the alley in the rear of the Im- 
perial theater. The officers decided to sep- 
arate, one going into the alley from the 
east and the other from the west, so as to 
close in on the burglar and give him no 
avenue of escape. 

Into the dark alley the policemen slipped, 
and while they were noiselessly gliding 
through the dark, three negroes, one of 
whom was the fellow who had sent the 
officers into the alley, boldly smashed the 
front plate glass window of the Imperial 
saloon, No. 38 Decatur street. The breaking 
of the glass made a loud noise and many 
people were passing in the street, but this 
did not deter the thieves from taking nine 
bottles of fine whisky from the show win- 
dow and running away with it. 

The two policemen soon discovered that 
they Were on a cold trail, and their sus- 
picions were aroused. They hastened out 
of the alley and Patrolman Jim Shepard 
saw a negro running with something in 
his hands. The fellow looked like the man 
who had deceived him, and ‘he ordered him 
to halt. The negro ran as fast as he ¢ould, 
and Shepard drew his pistol and fired two 
shots, neither of which took effect. 

The window which was broken was 
smashed by burglars only a few nights ago, 
and the glass had been pieced. This made 
it more easily broken the second time. 

A number of people saw the negroes 
break the window and commit the burglary, 
and some of their names have been secured 
in case the rogues are ever caught. 

The Imperial saloon is owned by Will 
Faith and he was notified by a call officer 
of what had occurred. 

The two officers who had been bunkoed 
say that they did nothing more than any 
policeman would have done. The negro ap- 
peared to be honest in his report and spoke 
as if he had been running to find an officer. 

All who saw the burglary state that there 
were three negroes concerned in it, and as 
nine bottles of whisky were missing, each 
negro doubtless carried off three. 

Lewis Bentley, supposed to be one of the 
burglars, was arrested about 10 o’clock 
last night. 


SAID TO BE LIGHT FINGERED. 


Wade Hampton Charged with Several

He Denies His Guilt.

A pretty, well dressed young lady played 
a sharp trick in one of the leading dry 
goods stores in the city Saturday afternoon. 
She succeeded in gaining possession of a 
package of dry goods worth nearly $50 
without paying a cent of money, and the 
scheme by which she managed to carry out 
her theft was quite novel. ; 

About 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon the 
young lady walked into the dry goods house 
of Douglas & Davison, 57, 59 and 61 White- 
hall street, and began to make a number of 
purchases. She appeared to be a lady of 
good standing as she had on fine apparel, 
She bought goods to the amount of $48 
and had them all wrapped in one bundle. 
When the package was ready she said she 
would carry it with her. 

“Please charge the goods to Mrs. E. BK. 
Beckham,” said the customer to the sales 
woman, who was the last to wait on her. 
“I am a cousin of Mrs. Beckham’s, and 
the goods are for her.’’ | 

The clerk started to the office with 

the bill to get it charged, if it was all right, 
and no sooner had she tumed her back 
than the customer pieked up the bun- 
dle and walked out of the door. 
‘The clerk chanced to look back and 
she saw the customer disappeating through 
the front door with the bundle and she 
called to a young man to stop her. 

The clerk thus appealed to ran to the door 
and tried to catch the customer, but on ac- 
count of the crowd he failed to find her. 

The matter was reported to Patrolman 
Kimbro and he secured a description of the 
woman wanted. She is said to be vety pret- 
y, of the Irish beauty type, with dark hair, 
blue eyes and a rosy complexion.

/ SHEPARD BROTHERS WERE IN IT 


Drunken Soldiers Attempt To Rescue 
Wan Under Arrest. 


AN OFFICER HAS TO DRAW HIS PISTOL 


One Soldier Is Clubbed—Over Four 
Hundred People @itnessed Row. 
Trial This Afternoon.

The Shepard brothers, two patrolmen 
who keep order in ‘“‘Rusty Row,” had a 
terrific fight with a United States soldier 
Saturday night, and before the difficulty 
was over other soldiers rushed into the 
meiee and there came near being a serious 
riot. All the soldiers were drinking. 

It was about 8 o’clock that Patrolman Jim 
Shepard, known in “Rusty Row” as “Hap- 
py Jim,’” saw a drunken soldier about to 
engage in a fight on Decatur street near 
Collins. The officer undertook to arrest 
the soldier and the latter resisted, draw- 
ing a knife and saying he would not sub- 
mit to arrest. It takes a great deal to dis- 
turb the equanimity of “Happy Jim,” and 
he tried to talk the obstreperous soldier 
into acquiescence. This only backed up 
the soidier’s intention to cause trouble. 

“Happy Jim” took hold of the soldier’s 
arm, and as he did the soldier landed a 
heavy blow with his fist square om “Happy 
Jim’s” nose. The officer was knocked bacK- 
ward fully ten feet, but he regained his 
equilibrium and at the same time got his 
club ready for action. When the soldier 
came at ‘him the policeman allowed his club 
to drop with some emphasis on the sol- 
dier’s head, 

By this time a large crowd, at least four 
hundred people, white and black, had gath- 
ered about the scene, and among the audi- 
ence were fifteen or twenty half-drunken 
soldiers. One of these cried out: 

‘Let’s take ‘him away from the cop.” 

This was the signal for an attack upon 
“Happy Jim,’’ and he might have either 
fared badly or killed a few of the blue- 
coats if he had not at that opportune time 
had re-enforcements, ‘his brother, 8. 8. 
Shepard, appearing on the scene. 

S. S. Shepard. knewn as “Sunset” in 
“Rusty Row," drew his pistol and made 
the mob stand back, 

A street car passed and on it was Pa- 
trolman J.-F. White, who saw that there 
Was trouble, and he jumped from the car 


and assisted the Shepard brothers to quell 
the disturbance. 

The soldier who had been the primary 
cause of all the treuble was sent to the 
police barracks and locked up. He gave 
his name as Charley Williams and he will 
be tried in the police court this afternoon. 

Williams’s head was somewhat the worst

COUNTER CHARGE OF CHEATING 


M. Teitlebaum Has Oscar Pause Taken 
in Custody. 


PAUSE. CAME TO ATLANTA SATURDAY 


He Was Arrested as He Was Leaving 
a Car—He Gives a Full Story 
of the “‘Canteen.” 


Oscar Pause, a well-known Frenchman, 
and a brother of the noted Bob Pause, 
of erstwhile restaurant an@ wineroom 
fame in Atlanta, was arrested Saturday 
night as he was leaving a train at the 
union depot. He had arrived from Macon 
and it was on a telegram from that city 
that he was taken in custody. The charge 
against Pause is larceny after trust, and 
the man who is prosecuting him is his 
business partner in Macon, M. Teitlebaum, 
also a citizen of Atlanta. 

The business venture in which Pause 
and Teitlebaum became involved and which 
led to the former’s arrest was a “cam- 
teen” for the Third North Carolina regi- 
ment, which is stationed at Macon. The 
two Atlantians opened up the “canteen” 
and have been disbursing ‘eer, sand- 
wiches, tobacco, cigars, cigarettes and 
other articles for which. the country’s sol- 
diery have a penchant. The business 
seemed to prosper and both partners claim 
much money was made, but each states 
that the other got the most of it.

“T went into business with Teitlebaum, 
said Pause to a reporter of ‘The Constitu- 
tion, ‘“‘and I put in $600 in cash and Teitle- 
baum put in $550. We have run the ‘can- 
teen’ for six weeks. I slept at the camp 
under a tent and the exposure made me 
very sick. I haven't drawn a cent out 
of the business and Teitlebaum overdrew 
his account the first month. He kept the 
books and got them all mixed up so I 
couldn’t tell heads from tails. I saw that 
I was about to hold the bag and I put 
$800 of the cash receipts in my pocket, 
intending to place it in the bank to the 
firm’s credit as soon as I could have the 
books straightened out. Then I got sick 
and went to town and staid in a room. I 
saw Tetitlebaum Saturday afternoon at 5 
o’clock and told him I had the money and 
would place it in bank as soon as he 
straightened out the books. He said he 
was a good enough bookkeeper, but I didn’t 
agree with him. He knew I was coming 
to Atlanta to spend Sunday, and yet he 
didn’t say a word about the money I had.

Pause was first arrested on a warrant 
sworn out in Atlanta and he gave a one- 
thousand dollar bond. After he was re- 
leased a warrant came from Macon charg- 
ing him with larceny after trust, and the 
was rearrested. 

Captain Jennings had been notified that 
Chief Manly had left instructions not to 
arrest Pause again after he had given bond 
and Pause was allowed to go home for the 
night.
